GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

(i)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Healt 
Laboratory,  Northallerton.  A van  calls  once  a week  to  collect  specimens. 

(ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  1946 

The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services,  is  carried 
out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-committee  in  the  urban  districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering,  and  the  rural  districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirbymoorside, 
Malton  and  Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the 
Ryedale  area. 

In  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery.  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the 

area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this 
service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
at  child  welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  in  the 
hone. 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a charge  dependent  on 
the  income  of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a confine- 
ment or  ill-health  of  the  mother,  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm.

The  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  relating  to 
Improvement  Grants  have  been  accepted  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  and  several  Grants  have  been  made.  The  inspection  of 
meat  has  been  resumed  following  de-rationing  at  the  end  of 
June,  and  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  has  been  made  more 
efficient,  by  the  purchase  of  a new  Bedford  Refuse-Collecting 
vehicle  and  the  re-organi sation  of  the  service.  In  addition 
to  the  completion  of  the  regional  water  scheme  in  I9.97 
a further  eight  miles  of  mains  together  with  the  ancillary 
valves  etc,  were  added  to  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Department  during  the  year.

Fourteen  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  of  which  there  were  eight  2-bedroomed  type  brick  houses  at 
Queensway,  Kirkbymoorside  ; two  3-kedroomed  'type  stone  built 
houses  at  Gillamoor  and  two  3-bedroomed  and  two  2_bedroomed 
type  brick  houses  at  Great  Eds  tone.  Four  3-’kedroomed  type  and 

and  four  2-bedroomed  type  brick  houses  were  nearing  completion 
at  Station  Road,  Nawton,  and  there  vere  under  construction  four 
2-bedroomed  stone  built  type  houses  at  Nunnington,  four  3- 
bedroomed  type  and  two  2-bedroomed  type  brick  houses  on  the 
Queens  Way  site,  Kirkbymoorside  ; four  3-bedroomed  type  and 
four  2-bedroomed  type  brick  houses  on  the  Ryedale  Crescent  si;je, 
Kirkbymoorside . 

There  were  also  four  dwellings  erected  by  Private 
individuals  during  the  year.

The  Council  was  receiving  rent  from  107  dwellings  at 
the  end  of  1954* 

During  the  year  the  Council  installed  hot  water  systems 
to  ten  of  the  pre-war  houses  at  Ryedale  View  and  also  carried 
out  the  laying  of  concrete  paths  to  all  the  twenty-two 
houses  on  the  Ryedale  View  Estate. 

Local  tradesmen  are  employed  to  carry  out  all  works  and 
repairs  to  Council-owned  property  in  this  area  and  a total  of 
£70 9. 8s. 4&  was  spent  during  the  year  on  Housing  repairs  and 
renovation,  including  £389.10.01  for  the  provision  of  ten 
hot  water  systems  and  £120.0.0  for  the  laying  of  concrete 
paths . 

Only  two  Nissen  huts  remain  occupied  on  the  Vivers  Camp 
site  and  four  on  Wombleton  Aerodrome.  It  is  hoped  that  some 
suitable  accommodation  will  be  found  for  these  six  families 
during  the  coming  year. 


With  regard  to  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  plans  have  been 
made  to  commence  the  surve^r  by  the  inspection  of  houses  with 
a rateable  value  of  1-5  inclusive.  This  inspection  should 
reveal  those  houses  which  are  in  a poor  condition,  so  enabling 
the  Council  to  consider  what  action  is  necessary  to  improve 
the  housing  conditions  of  the  District.  The  remaining  houses 
will  be  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  completion 
of  this  report. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1949. 

Following  amendments  to  this  Act  by  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act,  1954>  which  also  simplified  procedure,  greater 
advantage  of  the  facilities  ha-s , been  taken  and  consequently 
more  applications  have  been  received  during  the  last  year 
than  in  the  years  previously. 


One  of  the  main  amendments  was  the  one  giving  local 
authorities  the  power  to  approve  or  disapprove  grant  aid 
without  having  to  submit  the  application  to  the  Ministry 
for  prior  approval.  An  application  may  be  submitted  to  them 
for  their  advice  but  whilst  not  essential,  it  is  often  of 
considerable  assistance  to  the  Local  Authority  and  is  made 
use  of  by  this  Council. 


The  Council  accepted  the  opportunity  to  make  Improvement 
Grants  and  subsequently  formed  a Sub-Committee  to  recommend 
to  the  Housing  Committee  what  action  should  be  taken  on  each 
application.  ‘ 
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During  the  year  eighteen  applications  were  received 
for  Improvement  G-rants  in  respect  of  twenty-one  houses  for 
schemes  of  improvement  and  of  these  sixteen  were  awarded  grants 
totalling  £4,253.  covering  19  houses.  The  remaining  two 
were  refused  and  there  were  none  awaiting  consideration.

The  Bransdale  and  Farndale  (West)  springs  gave 
sufficient  water  throughout  the  year  to  supply  Kirkbymoorside, 
Fadmoor,  G-illamoor  and  Hutton  le  Hole  without  having  to 
take  a supply  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board.  The 
advantages  of  the  emergency  supply  will  best  be  judged  in  a 
very  dry  summer. 

Sixty-five  water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  analysis  and  of  these  only  sixteen  were 
unsatisfactory.  It  was  observed  that  all  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  taken  after  heavy  rain  had  fallen  in  the  area  and 
in  order  to  combat  this  the  chlorinators  are  now  set  in  motion 
as  soon  as  heavy  rain  has  fallen. 
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The  erection  of  indicator  posts  and  plates  continues  to 
make  steady  progress  where  none  existed  previously.  The 
marking  of  valves  has  already  proved  itself  to  be  worthwhile 
and  saves  much  time  in  finding  valves  which  have  been  hidden 
by  long  grass  etc. 

All  repairs  to  watermains,  services,  fittings  etc. 
are  being  carried  out  by  local  tradesmen  but  the  burden  of 
servicing  more  water  mains  and  fittings  than  ever  before  is 
proving  too  much  for  the  Council's  staff,  with  the  result  that 
the  supplies  are  not  receiving  the  attention  that  they  require. 
I would  again  point  out  the  desirability  of  employing  a water 
bailiff  for  this  work. 

Extensions  to  Water  Main 


The  Scheme  for  the  redistribution  of  the  Piethorne 
Water  System,  completed  during  the  previous  year,  has  given 
satisfaction.  The  chief  reason  for  this  Scheme  was  to  improve 
the  supply  to  the  high  level  regions  served  by  the  Piethorne 
System.  Any  deficiency  to  the  lower  regions  is  made  good  from 
the  Rye dale  Water  Board's  main  at  Stony  Cross.  Full  use  cannot 
be' made  of  the  Piethorne  Redistribution  Scheme  pending  the 
re-connection  of  several  properties.  It  is  hoped  this  question 
will  have  early  approval  and  thus  prevent  the  necessity  of 
purchasing  so  much  water  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board 
whilst  wasting  the  excess  from  Piethorne. 

Administration 

The  administration  of  the  water  supplies  owned  by  this 
Council  together  with  those  jointly  owned  by  the  Kirkbymoorside 
and  Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils  is  the  responsibility  of 
my  Department. 

During  the  period  under  review  44  visits  were  made  to  the 
Joint  Schemes. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAG-E  & SEWAG-E  DISPOSAL 

Regular  maintenance  has  been  Carried  out  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Kirby  Mills  during  1954  but  bue  to  their 
inadequacy  many  reports  of  samples,  taken  by  the  Staff  of  the 
Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Bo3.rd,  have  been  "bad"  or  of  "liquid 
sewage  matter" . 

The  need  for  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal 
works  as  soon  as  possible  becomes  more  urgent  as  more  houses 
are  constructed  and  older  houses  are  provided  with  W.C.'s, 
baths  and  wash-hand  basins. 

JOINT  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEME 


The  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Wombleton  which  serves  the 
parishes  of  Nawton,  Beadlam  and  Harome  is  administered  by  the 
Department  under  a joint  committee  of  the  Kirkbymoorside  and 
Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils.  The  Joint  Scheme  instituted 
by  Kirkbymoorside  and  Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils  for  the 
sewering  of  Nawton  in  the  Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District,  and 
Beadlam  and  Harome  in  the  Helmsley  Rural  District  was  completed 
during  the  year  together  with  the  sewer  extension  and  ejector 
station  in  Mill  Street,  Harome.  There  now  remains  only  the 
village  of  Wombleton  to  be  sewered  in  order  to  complete  this 
Joint  Scheme. 
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Work  on  the  re-connection  of  properties  from  the  old 
sewer  to  the  new  was  carried  out  in  respect  of  Council-owned 
houses,  but  a more  comprehensive  scheme  of  re-connection 
should  be  considered  by  the  two  Councils. 

All  new  drainage  works  are  inspected  by  this  Department 
and  tested  hydraulically. 

The  number  of  septic  tanks  being  constructed  continues  to 
rise  and  consequently  more  requests  are  made  for  septic  tanks 
to  be  emptied  by  the  Department’s  staff.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  do'  this  work  but  the  lack  of  equipment  and  the  necessity 
of  keeping  one  man  almost  constantly  on  water  supplies  prevents 
a lot  of  this  type  of  work  being  carried  out. 

The  outlets  to  the  tanks  also  cause  some  concern. 

If  the  effluent  runs  to  a soak'oway,  choking-up  often  occurs 
and  if  run  into  a stream  a nuisance  can  easily  arise. 

Until  the  villages  are  sewered  these  problems  will 
continue  to  take  up  a good  deal  of  the  Department’s  time. 

During  the  year  fifteen  conservancy  type  closets  were 
converted  to  W.C.,  's  and  twenty-seven  W.C.’s  were  constructed 
in  new  houses. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 


The  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  been' greatly  improved 
in  the  last  year  by  the  purchase  of  a four-ton  Bedford  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle  with  a 10  cu.yd.  capacity.  It  has  been 
able  to  give  a weekly  collection  service  to  Kirkbymoorside, 
Wombleton,  Nawton  and  Welburn  and  three-weekly  service  in  the 
other  villages.  It  is  felt  that  this  service  can  be  further 
improved  if  the  populace  of  the  district  would  burn  all  their 
paper  etc.  and  put  the  ash  in  their  dustbins.  This  would 
then  enable  longer  runs  to  be  made  with  less  journej^s  to 
the  tip. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  in  two  tips,  by  partially- 
controlled  methods  : one  is  at  C-illamoor  Road,  Kirkbymoorside 
and  the  other  at  Nawton.  The  former  one  is  rapidly  filling 
up  and  it  is  recommended  that  a.  new  site  be  obtained  as  soon 
as  possible. 

The  cost  of  Public  Cleansing  during  the  year  was 

£1,217. 7. 9d. 


FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 

During  the  year  we  saw  the  end  of  meat  rationing  and  with 
it  the  end  of  Ministerial  control  of  slaughter  houses.  This 
gave  the  private  butcher  the  opportunity  to  open  or  re-open 
his  own  slaughter  house  and  consequently  the  onus  of  meat 
inspection  returned  to  all  authorities  in  which  a slaughter 
house  was  opened. 

In  this  district  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  human 
consumption  was  started  or  re-started  in  six  slaughter  houses 
and  the  inspection  of  meat  has  been  duly  carried  out  by  this 
Department. 

From  the ■ commencement  of  private  slaughtering  on  the 
5th  July  until  the  end  of  the  year,  244  beasts,  3^5  sheep, 

96  pigs  and  6 calves  were  inspected  of  which  one  whole 
casualty  heifer  (and  offal),  two  casualty  sheep,  9 Least  heads, 
4 beast  lungs,  6 whole  beast  livers  an-d  18  pa.rt  beast  livers, 

2 pig  livers  and  1 sheep  liver  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 


It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  issue  a certificate 
of  unfitness  in  respect  of  10  lb.  8 Oz.  of  cooked  shoulder 
ham  which  was  in  a putrefying  condition.  All  condemned  foods 
are  disposed  of  by  being  buried  in  the  Council's  tip. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  quality  of 
animals  slaughtered  in  this  District  is  very  high. 

Supervision  of  all  other  premises  in  which  food  is 
prepared  for  human  consumption  has  continued  and  a 
sati sfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained. 

There  are  fifteen  food  premises  in  the  district, 
registered.  und.er  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938; 
by  the  Council.  This  total  is  mad.e  up  of  six  premises 
registered  for  the  pr  eparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages 
or  potted,  .pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  foods  and  nine 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream, 
which  includ.es  one  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 

The  principal  retailers  of  milk  within  the  Rural  District 
are  Rye dale  Dairies,  Wombleton,  who  are  also  the  only  dairy 
registered  under  the  Milk  Regulations,  1949*  Samples  of 
milk  for  retail  sale  are  taken  by  this  Department  and.  by  the 
North  Riding  County  Council,  all  samples  being  of  a 
sati sfactory  standard,  and  conforming  to  statutory  requirem- 
ent s . 


FACTORIES 


There  are  now  twenty-eight  factories  within  the 
Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District  within  the  meaning  of  Section  8 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937*  Inspections  of  most  of  these 
factories  were  mad.e  during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Joint  Scheme  of  employing  one  operative  in 
conjunction  with  Helmsley  Rural  District  Council  continues 
to  be  successful  and  the  obligations  placed  on  the  Council 
by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949;  have  been 
carried  out  efficiently. 


All  reported,  infestations  have  been  efficiently  dealt 
with  by  the  Rodent  Operative,  using  Warfarin  and  he  is 
continually  on  the  look-out  for  infestations  which  are  not 
being  treated  by  the  occupier  of  the  premises. 


During  the  year  all  the  manholes  to  the  sewers  in 
Kirkbymoorside  and  Nawton  were  baited.  There  were  only  three 
"complete  takes"  and.  three  "part  takes"  out  of  the  total 
of  53  manholes  in  Kirkbymoorside  and.  all  the  43  manholes  at 
Nawton  registered,  "no  takes".  The  "takes"  were  re-baited 
with  poison  until  no  pre-bait  was  removed  and.  it  can  be 
safely  said  that  both  systems  of  sewerage  are  free  from 
rat  s . 


PRIVATE  RECHARGEABLE  WORKS 

Rechargeable  work  to  the  value  of  £7. 14* 7^-  was 
carried  out  by  this  Department  during  1953*  This  total  is 
far  below  that  of  the  previous  year  owing  to  the  fact  that 
very  rareljr  could  a workman  be  spared  to  do  a private 
rechargeable  work. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


These  conveniences  continue  to  be  a great  advantage 
in  the  town.  The  total  receipts  during  the  year  were 
£18 . 11 . 7d. 


BUILDING  PLANS 

The  relaxation  of  the  Regulations  for  the  control 
of  Civil  building  was  welcomed  during  last  year  and  it  is 
not  now  necessary  to  issue  licences  for  building  work.
